The Bi* Trees, of course, do not stand alone. I appre 
bend that they could not bo stand at present, m view ot 
the very moderate depth at which they are anchored to 
the earth. Had they stood on an unsheltered mountain- 
tw or even an exposed hill-side, they would doubtless 
have been prostrated-as I presume thousands like them 
■were prostrated, by the hurricanes of centuries before 
Christ’s Advent. Bnt the locality of these, though pro¬ 
bably 2 500 feet above the South Merced, and some 4,500 
above the sea, is sheltered and tranquil, though several 
of these trees have manifestly fallen witbin the present 
century. Unquestionably, they are past their prime, 
! thon*h to none more than to them is applicable the com¬ 
plimentary characterization of “ a green old age.

A dinner for the poor. 


Wtiliam Fox, of Nottingham, was a member of the 
Society of Friends, and be was one of the true old school 
of Friends. His sympathy for the poor was deeply 
excited by serving io the office of overseer, and, seeing ho w 
poor some were who had to pay the poor-rates, he 
resolved to economize the parish funds, and thus prevent 
their miseries as much as possible. It was tbe custom 
then in many parishes for tbe overseers and the committee 
who attended the weekly payments of tbe paupers to 
1 have a good dinner at the close of their day’s labor, and 
i this was paid for out of the poor-rates; but as it was a 
manifest abuse, he determined to put an end to the prac-| 
tice. He therefore, hastened away before tbe close of 
tbe weekly payment to tbedintog-room, and thus addressed 
| tbe master of the workhouse : “ Is tbe dinner ready ? 

I “Yes sir.” “Then bring it to.” “Are the gentlemen 
readv’ sir ? ” “ Never mind the gentlemen; I say bring 
tead) ’ Ind this was done. “ Now, call all the poor 


In measuring trees, it is so easy to exaggerate by . uu- 
nino- your line around the roots rather than the real body 
that I place little dependence on the reported and recorded 
measurements of parties under no obligations to preserve 
a judicial impartiality. Bnt I believe a fair measurement 
of the largest trees standing in this grove would make 
them not less than one hundred feet in circumference, and 
over thirty in diameter, at a height of six feet from their 
respective bases, and that several of them have an altitude 
of more than three hundred feet. I believe the one that 
was last uprooted measures a little over three hundred. 

But these rfelics of a more bounteous and magnificent 
I world seem destined to Bpeedy extinction. I deem them 
generally enfeebled by age and the racking and wrenching 
I of their roots by the blasts that sweep through their tops. 
These malign influences they might withstand for ages, 

I however, were it not for the damage tbey have already 
sustained, and are in danger of hereafter sustaining, 

1 through the devastating agency of fire. For these glori¬ 
ous evergreen forests, though the ground beneath them is 
but thinly covered with inflammable matter, are yet sub¬ 
ject to be overrun every second or third year by fire. For 
the earth, to a depth of several feet, even, is dry as an 
ash-heap, from July to October, and the hills are eo steep 
that fire ascends them with wonderfnl facility. And thus 
toe Bto Trees are scarred, and gouged, aud hollowed out 
at the root and upward, as the eff.cts of successive fires, 
I one of which, originating far southward, ran through this 
locality so late a3 last autumn, bnrntog one of the forest 
kings so that it has fallen, half destroying another already 
I prostrate, through the hollow of which two horsemen (not

Unless in the cedars of Lebanon, I suspect these_ 

moths of the vegetable world have no counterparts out 
of California. 

They are of course not all of extraordinary size, yet I 
cannot remember one that would girth so little as twenty 
feet at a height of two yards from the earth’s surface, 
which is the proper point for horizontal measurement. 
Hardly one is entirely free from the marks of fire at its 
root, while several have been burned at least half through, 
and are so hollowed by fire that a tree eight feet to dia- 
i meter would probably find ample room in its cavity. 

I And, while many are still hale and thrifty, I did not per¬ 
ceive a single young one coming forward to take the 
place of the decaying patriarchs. I believe these trees 
I now bear no seed-cone or nut, whatever they may have 
done in Scipio’s or in Alexander’s time, and that there is 
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
